DEWDROP’S FORM. 


A Few Reasons Why the Great Filly is Not 
What she Was. 


Wilkes’ Spirit this week has an interesting 
analysis of Dewdrop’s work. It is evident, it 
says, that Dewdrop is not quite the filly she 
was. How could she be? She has undergone 
the most severe campaign of any of the great 
fillies of the decade. Both in this country and 
in England it isthe custom to reserve 3-year- 
old fillies for the filly stakes, not to run them 
in the colt stakes until September. This was 


the course pursued with Thora, with Sultana 
(with one exception), with Olitipa, Duchess 
and Glidelia. Contrast, too, the difference in 
the treatment of Miss Woodford by the Dwyers 
to that they have given Dewdrop. Miss 
Woodford ran only in filly stakes up to Sep- 
tember, except inthe race at Monmouth, in 
which she was put in to make pace for George 
Kinney. But Dewdrop has fought her battles 
in the coit stakes from the outset, and she has 
peen compelled to concede weight to the colts, 
an almost unprecedented circumstance in 
the history of 38-year-old racing. In the Spin- 
drift she conceded The Bard 6 pounds; in the 
Stockton, 7 pounds to Linden; in the Stevens 

5 pounds to all save Linden and 12 
pounds to him;inthe Palisade, 22 pounds to 
each of the colts; in the Eatentown, 21 pounds 
to Gardey, 19 pounds to Elgin, 14 pounds to 
Bonanza, etc. ; in the West End, 7 pounds to 
Preciosa; in the Omnibus, 7 pounds to all ex- 
cept Ben Ali. If the Racing Calendars of Eu- 
gland or America, France or Australia show 
a parallel to this, we will confess to having 
read them carelessly. Such a gruelling cam- 
paign would destroy the speed of the toughest 
race-horse the world has ever-produced. But 
Dewdrop is hardly a tough one. She is rather 


a delicate mare, a ‘‘washy’’ mare. 
Her superiorit consists in her 
enormous spee when regulated by 


the remarkable beauty and precision of her 
stride, which is a beautiful, easy bound, the 
erfection of ease, itis so perfectly friction- 
ess. She is perfectly tractable and easily 
placed, but her forte is loping along under a 
pull. leaving her finish to the last 400 yards, 
when she can bowl over anything, much on 
the plan of Parole or Girofle. She will run on 
her courage, but when whip orspur is resorted 
to and her action is disturbed she is all at sea, 
and flounders like a ship without a rudder.

THE TANDEM TRICYCLE RECORD. 


Corey and Huntley Make 211 5-8 Miles in 
Twenty-Four Hours. 


A dispatch from Boston says that Harry Corey 
ofthe Massachusetts Bicycle Club and W. A. 
Huntley of the Nonantum Bicycle Club have 
established a twenty-four-hour tandem tri- 
cycle record. The tandem used was a Rudge 
Humber, weighing 1,000 pounds, fitted with 
24-inch driving wheels and geared to 55 inches. 
The course traveled by the tandemites ex- 
tended through Brighton, Newtonville, New- 
town Center, Necdbam and Chestnut 
Hill. The riders took what they 
considered a fair pace and one that under 
favorable circumstances could be keptup. A 
strong wind was blowing from the east, which 
bothered them nota little when facing it, but 
otherwise it was in their favor. The nights 
were very chilly and in going through some of 
the small valleysthe party would run into a 
dense bank of fog, reappearing almost wet 
through. Corey was onthefront of the tan- 
dem getting the full force of the damp- 
ness and cold wind, so that notwithstanding 


the high rate of speed at which they were go, 


ing his muscles began to feel 
numb. Every effort was made to get 
Corey's muscles in shape, but without avail. 
It wus acurious thing that he felt splendidly 
in every other way, = he had little or no 
control whatever over his lower limbs. While 
— through Needham and while getting 
out of the way of a team the tandem ran into 
a fence, damaging the machine. The riders 
kept on, however, having no other machine 
handy, and on reaching Brighton they sent tor 
another, which caused a delay of over an 
hour. The long wait caused Corey’s muscles 
to stiffen up considerably, but by a little vig- 
orous rubbing he felt much better. When 
they dismounted in front of the club-rooms, 
Boston, they had made exactly 211% miles. 
This establishes the tandem tricycle record for 
this country. They are satisfied that they can 
beat that record and will make another at- 
tempt later on in the season.

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GOLD-BRICK VICTIMS. 


THE MOSS-COVERED SCHEME WORKED ONA 
LOCAL JEWELER. 


Levi Storthz Falls an Easy Prey to the 
„Con“ Men—Another Victim Nearly Se- 
cured—Arrest of Two Swindlers — How 
the Scheme Was HandledNo Case 


Made Against One of the Arrested 
Men, 


**Cuckoo’’ Quinn and ‘‘Doc’’ Kern are 
locked up at the Four Courts on complaint of 
Levi Storthz, a jewelry dealer on Ninth street, 
near Franklin avenue. About the 5th ult. 
Storthz, who has figured in the Criminal Court, 
was approached ba man who represented 
that he had an interest in a Colorado mine ana 
wished to quietly dispose of some of the pro- 


duct without letting the other stockholders 
know anything about the yield. To this 
Storthz readily agreed. He was ta- 
ken across the river where a Mexican friend 
was guarding a forty-pound brick, which was 
tuken from the mine. Storthz bored the brick 
several times and tested it. The result was 
satisfactory, and terms were agreed on. The 
owners claimetl it was worth $9,000, burStorthz 
arranged to take it for $3,500. When it was 
brought to his place to complete the sale he 
again tested it and was satisfied. It was agreed 
that they should bring the brick back on the 
following day and receive the money. Storthz 
suggested that in the meantime the brick could 
be left in his safe. The Mexican shook his 
head, and his friends seconded the objec. 
tions. On the following day they brought 
back a brick and received the money. 
Storthz says that when he examined the brick 
on that day he found that it had marks of the 
same borings and he concluded that it was the 
same brick. It was ag away for atew days 
until he required gold. He took out the brick, 
and when he attempted to saw a piece off he 
discovered that it was brass. A similar 
trick“ had been ‘‘turned’’ in Nashville a 
few months ago when ‘‘Cuckoo’’ Quinn was 
wanted forthetrick. It was ascertained that 
he was in the city, and he was accordingly ar- 
rested, He has been positively identified. 
Doc Kern was also arrested as one of the trio. 
It was reported to the police that an attempt 
had been made to sell a gold brick to a man 
named ‘‘Uncle Bob’’ of Fayette, Mo. It was 
not successiul, excepting that it was through 
their work on the intended victim that the po- 
lice secured the right parties. 


FULLER PARTICULARS. 

Storthz to-day gave fuller particulars of the 
game. He said two men entered his store on 
July 5,both dressed in Western style.One could 
speak very little English and the other none 
at all, they being Mexicans. They plaved 
their parts remarkably well and threw hiw off 
his guard. They showed him a brick which 
he drilled in nine or ten different places and 
found by test that the drillings were all pure 
gold. They wanted $3,700 fur the rick, say- 
ing that they were willing to sacrifice a 
few hundred dollars rather than to sell 
it at the United States Assay Oflice 
and have to wait for their money. Besides, 
they were afraid if they sold it to the assay 
office their mine would be discovered and 
seized, and they did not want this to occur. 
Storthz only bad $3,500 and went out to borrow 
the remaining $200. He thinks that while gone 
they changed bricks on him, taking the gold 
brick and giving him a brass one. The 
chances are, however, that while looking at 
the drillings he had taken from the brick and 
piaced in a piece of paper they changed 
papers on him, taking his drill- 
ings and giving bim some gold drillings 
in their stead, the exchange being very easily 
made by a little sleight-of-hand work. The 
brick had a good color and has the holes in the 
exact places where he drilled, so that -the 
bricks could not very well bave been changed. 
And then it is improbable, too, that they could 
afford to carry abouta gold brick, or if they 
could thatthey would take any chances of 
losing it. This morning Storthz swore to in- 
formation fora. warrant against John Quinn 
alias ‘‘Cuckoo,’’ charging him with fraud. 

THE CASE AGAINST KERNS. 

As Uncle Bob,“ the Fayette man, whom 
Lindsey G. Kerns, mias Doc, the other 
man arrested, was accused of trying to work, 
refuses to prefer * charge against Kerns, 
the police placed a charge of vagrancy against 
him, and this morning Kerns was up before 
Judge Cady. He was represented by J. J. Me- 
Bride, who had the case continued until 
Wednesday. He is out on $500 bond, John H. 
Vette beiug his surety. 

It is supposed thata jeweler named Yaeger, 
who kept on Market street just east of Fourth 
street, was also victimized by the gang. as he 
left the city mysteriously about the same time 
that Storthz wastaken in. The supposition is 
that he did not have sufficient ney to 
yurchase the brick and borrowed from 
iis triends and his fellow-jewelers. He is 
known to have borrowed diamond studs, etc. 
from other jewelers, representing that he had 
u customer for them, and left without ever 
paying ior them. The amount obtained by 
himin this way is said to amount to over 
$1,000, and he js supposed to have left to avoid 
being criminally prosecuted.

A SERIOUS COMPLAINT. 


Petition of a Client Against an Attorney 
Presented in Chambers.

After the rendition of 
the judgment the petitioner went back home 
to Chamois, Osage County, relying upon his 
attorney to advise him ot any action looking 
to settlement. Instead of doing so, the peti- 
tioner alleges that Mr. Goode 
KEPT HIM IN IGNORANCE 
and the petitioner knew nothing of what had 
been done until December 12, 1885, when he 
heard through other sources that the insurance 
company and his attorney, Goode, during the 
pendency of the suit, had settled the 
claim and the money was paid to Goode. 
Upon investigation the petitioner discovered 
that such settlement had been made and it 
was so admitted by Goode who promised to 
come to Chamois and settle about the 28th 
day of December, 1885. He failed to make any 
settlement however, but continued to promise 
to do so and on the Ist of July last Goode 
gave a statement admitting that he had re- 
ceived of the insurance company $525 on ac- 
count and after deducting $71.55 for costs ten- 
dered the etitioner his promissory 
note for $226.78, due in ninety days, 
in settlement. The petitioner declined 
to accept such settlement and 
returned Goode’s note demanding payment 
in cash. The petitioner alleges that Mr.

A ATTEMPT TO CAPTURE THE GBUND 
PRIMARIES. 


4 Warm Contest Expected in a Number of 
Wards—The Vice-President of the Re- 
publican State Committee a Candidate 
on a Grund Ticket—The State Convention 
te Settle the Dispute Between the Rival 
Committees—The Congressional Conven- 


tions—Maj. McGinniss Hesitates—Gos- 
sip. 

The faction of the local Republicans whose 
destinies are presided over by the Grund City 
Central Committee held primary elections 
this afternoon between the hours of 4 and 
8 o’clock, in the various wards, for the 
election of delegates to the Republican 
State Convention to be held at Sedalia, 
September 1, and the members of a new cen- 
tral committee. The number of delegates 
elected in each ward is as follows: First 
ward, 3: Second, 2; Tuird, 3; Fourth, 3; Fifth, 
4, Sixth, 2; Seventh, 2; Eighth, 1; Ninth, 3; 
yenth, 5; Eleventh, 2; Twelfth, 4; Thirteenth, 
3; Fourteenth, 6; Fifteenth, 3; sixteenth, 
3; Seventeenth, 3; Eighteenth, 5; 
Nineteenth, 2; Twentieth, 3; Twenty-first, 1; 
Twenty-second, 1; Twenty-third, 1; T enty- 
fourth, 2; Twenty-fifth, 1; Twenty-sixth, 1; 
Twenty-seventh, 1, and Twenty-eighth, 3. 

The only excitement attending the primaries 
was the report that the Filley crowd had 
candidates out in several wards 
where Filley was thought to — 
yarticularly strong. This was vigorously 
denied by the Filles men, who affect a 
supreme contempt for any action taken by the 
Grundites, or foranything pertaining to the 
Grund faction. They refuse to recognize to- 
day’s primaries as binding, and will contest 
the admission of the delegates selected at them 
in the Sedalia convention. The friends of 
Filley also deny that 8 are desirous of 
slipping in a Filley man inthe Grund City 
Central Committee. 

Despite the repeated denials of Secretary 
Ford Smith, Chairman J. H. Pohiman and 
others, prominent in the Filley wing of the 
Republican party, a well-informed local poli- 
tician who is cognizant of the inside 
workings of the Republican political 
machine, this morning intormed a Post-DIs- 
paTCH reporter that the Filley crowd would 
make strenuous efforts to capture the Grund 
primaries this aiternoon. For some time 

ast, he said, Meetings have been held almost 
nightly at the Chestnut street res, 
idence of the old man’’ and the 
wires laid for to-day’s struggle. The object 
of Pohiman,Smith et al. is to elect, if possible, 
a majority of the members of the new Republi- 
can City Central Committee or, at least, to 
get in a sufficient number of good and 
true Filley adherents to divide the 
Grund committee against itself, thereby 
creating dissensions wllich are expected to re- 
sult in the final dissolution of the Grund Com- 
mittee and the Grund faction. That such a 
scheme should be fathered by such good Re- 
publicans as Pohiman, Smith and their august 
master is denied by them and the idea is treat- 
ed as preposterous—all for the benefit of the 
public.

W. V. Woleott and Ashley C. Clover. John 
McFall is the candidate for Central Committee 
man. This ticket is a trifle too strong for the 
Filley crowd, und it is understood that no at- 
tempt will be made to defeat it. 

The presence of Gen. D. P. Grierupona 
Grund ticket argues -badly for Filley’s 
chances in the State Convention. Grier is 
Vice-President ofthe State Central Committee 
and as such very likely reflects the opinions of 
a majority of the members of the 
important body. Yet he is not in 
the field as it candidate for 
delegate as committeeman and it does not 
necessarily follow that any speciai signiticarce 
attaches to his appearance in the Grund 
ranks. The old adage about the lonesome 
straw which indicates the direction from 
which the wind blows may, however, be very 
aptly applied in this instance. 

The returns of to-day’s primaries will be 
made to Secretary Watson at Central Turner 
Hailthis evening, when they will be can- 
vassed. Atthe same place the newly-elected 
City Centrai Committee will meet to-morrow 
afternoon forthe purpose of organizing and 
petting ready for the coming campaign. 

The Filley Committee have calied their pri- 
maries for to-morrow aiternovn, between the 
hours of 4 ands o’clock. The newly elected 
Filiey Committee will meet at Secretary Ford 
Smith’s office at 2 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon. 

The claims of the delegatſons representing 
the rival committees will be laid be- 
jore the State Convention for arbi- 
tration. One of the committees will 
surely receive a black eye, while the other 
will, henceforth, boast tue indorsement of the 
Republican party of the State or Missouri in 
convention assembled. It is reported that 
should the State convention sit down onthe 
Grund Delegation, the Grund Committee will 
withdraw from the fieid of action and leave 
Filley master of the situation.

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THE ARRASURES MURDER. 


Consul Linn Makes an Interesting Report 
of His Investigation. 


AUSTIN, TEX., August 23.—Gov. Ire- 
land has received the following letter and re- 
port from Secretary Bayard, Department of 
State: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 14, 1886. 
To his Excellency John Ireland, Governor of the 
State of Texas, Austin, Teras: 


Str—Having reference to our previous cor- 
respondence inthe case of Francisco Arras- 
ures, kidnaped within the jurisdiction of the 
United States and in Texas, and delivered to 
persons under the jurisdiction of the Mexican 
State of Coahuila, where he was put to death 
while entitled to the shelter of the 
Mexican law, I have the honor to forward 
herewith for your excellency’s information a 
certified copy ofafull reportin the premises 
received from Mr. Edward Linn, Consul of the 
United States at Piedras Negras, in the suppo- 
sition that the facts therein disclosed may 
serve in the prosecution which I am informed 
has been instituted in the counties of Texas 
against the officials of Maverick County, who 
are alleged to have assisted in the kidnaping 
otf Mr. <Arrasures and bis deliverv to 
Capt. Mondragon of the Coabuila ‘‘Yuerza 
de Segundad.’’ A copy ofthe report has also 
been sent to the United States Legation in 
Mexico. The facts, as set forth in Mr. Linn's 
report, indicate that all the acts which con- 
stitute kidnaping, and which were done within 
the jurisdiction of the United States, were 
committed by the officers of Maverick County, 
from the first arrest of Arrasures to his deliv- 
ery on the Mexican side of the river to 
Mondragon. If it should appear that 
Mondragon or any other Mexican in- 
stituted on the American side of the 
river fraudulent or deceptive proceedings 
constituting, under the laws of Texas, ‘‘kid- 
naping,’’ defining the same to be the taking 
or carrying away ofa free person by force or 
deception, as described in article 3 of the 
treaty of extradition, a case may possibly be 
presented for a demand on Mexico for the ex- 
tradition ofthe offenders. I-have the honor 
to be, sir, your excellency’s obedient ser- 
vant, T. F. BAYARD. 

The full text of this, Consul Linn’s report, 
is as follows: 

On the night of July 26, 1886, there was ar- 
rested in Eagle Pass, Tex., by Deputy Sheriff 
Bonifacio Diaz and other officers, acting under 
instructions of Oglesby, Sheriff of Maverick 
County, Texas, a naturalized citizen of the 
Unite States named Franciso Arrasures. 
Within fifteen minutes after his arrest Arra- 
sures was conveyed to the Rio Grande River 
and crossed by skiff to Piedras Negras, 
where he was delivered to Francisco 
Mondragon, Captain of the State Kangers 
of Coahuila, who incarcerated him in the city 
jail. Onthe morningof July 27, Arrasures, in 
a written appeal tome, alleged his Amer- 
ican citizenship and demanded consular pro- 
tection. lat once addressed a note of inquiry 
to the Sheriff of Maverick County, Texas, 
at Eagle Pass, requesting from that 


officer a statement of the facts 
of Arrasures’ arrest, its cause 
and of all the proceedings 


of court therewith connected. In reply 
thereto the Sheriff states that he had Arra- 
sures arrested upon a warrant issued by 
Joseph Hofstetter, County Judge of Maveric 
County, Texas, and that he had delivered him 
to the Mexican officers in obedience to san 


warrant from the County Judge. 
It being apparent that Arrasures 
had been delivered to the Mexican 


officers without even the form of an extradi- 
tion trial, and upon the warrantof a County 
Judge, who acted without having even formal 
charges preferred against the prisoner, I 
called at once on Capt. Mondragon and de- 
manded that Arrasures be redelivered to the 
Texas officers. I explained the ground of the 
demandto bethatthe prisoner had been de- 
livered in violation of the extra- 
dition law, and that he stood 


as kidnaped. I also called his 
attention to the requisites of the law regulat- | 
ing extradition of persons accused of crime. 
Moudragon admitted that the prisoner had 
been irregularly delivered to him, but he de- 
clined positively and at once to return him to | 
Texas. He did so upon the ground that he | 
had that morning transferred the case to the | 
District Judge at Zaragosdé, in Coahuila, to 
whom I must apply for the prisoner’s return 
to the United States. Producing my exequatur 
as United States Consul, I again demanded 
in the name of the Government 
the immediate return of the prisoner. 
Mondragon replied that he could not comply 
because the case bad been sent to a higher 
court. Feeling itto be useless to further en- 
deavor to influence Mondragon, I returned to 
the Consulate and wrote to Sheritf Oglesby 
urging him to use every means 


TO SECURE ARRASURES’ RETURN. 
Sheriff Oglesby then wrote to Mondragon, 
asking for Arrasures’ return to him, promis- 
ingto hold him until regular extradition pro- 
ceedings could be instituted before Judge 
Hofstetter, the Texas extradition agent. This 
demand by Sheriff Oglesby met with a 

ositive refusal to return the prisoner. 
t was late inthe afternoon of the 27th when | 
this final reply of Mondragon was received, 
and not anticipating the bloody event so soon 
to take —— l prepared to make application | 
tothe District Judge at Zaragosa tor Arra- 
sures, Which application wasto be presented 
on the nextday. On returning to my office on | 
the evening of the 28th, I was informed that 
Arrasures had been taken from the city jail at 
oraboutthe hour of 1 o’clockof the night 
previous; that he had been carried about one 
mile west of the town of Pie- 
dras Negras, and there shot to 
deatn by a party of Mondragon’s troops. 
On the succeeding day at the request of 
Arrasures mother, lapplied to several local 
authorities and finaily obtained consent for 
the taking * Ped the body in order to inclosein 
a coffin. his was done, and Arrasures’ 
arms were found pinioned to his sides, witha 
towel as a bandage over his eyes, in which ton- 
dition he had evidently been shot. His body had 
been thrown into the grave in the clothing he 
had on, without shroud, coftin or farther care 
or attention. On the evening previous 
to the shooting of Arrasures, Mondragon 


— 


passed over to the Eagle Pass side of the 


river and boarded a train for San Antonio, 
Tex., thence to Saltillo, Mexico. While wait- 
ing at Eagle Pass, a few minutes before leaving 
the train, he remarked to Francisco Lagrange, 
a worthy witness and an agentinthe employ- 
ment of the railroad company at Eagle Pass, 
that he (Mondragon) had left orders with the 
soldiers to take Arrasures from jail and shoot 
him that night. This statement, together with 
the condition in which Arfasures’ body was 
found, and the further fact that the prisoner 
had from the first moment of his arrest and 
delivery asserted that Mondragon would have 
him killed, which statement he repeated many 
times during the short time of his imprison- 
ment, goes to disprove the charge that Arra- 
sures was shot 
WHILE ‘ATTEMPTING ESCAPE.’ 

“J have made thorough inquiry regarding the 
cause of the summary death of Arrasures. 
The officers concerned in it assert. that Arra- 
sures was a bad man,against whom there were 
charges of horse stealing, while the dead man’s 


friends and relatives assert that a personal 
Gifticuity of several years standing caused 
Mondragon, while having him in his power, to 
destroy him. An examination of the records 
ot Maverick County, Tex., shows that Arra- 
sures made declaration to become acitizen of | 
the United States, in the year 1873. He pre- 
sented to me a certificate of this declaration, 
signed by the District Clerk of Maverick 
County, ana there is no proof. that 
he had sworn allegiance to any other Govern- 
ment. His employer, Mr. Williamson, repre- 
sents him as ing a peaceable, industrious 
and sober man, while many of the best Mexi- 
can citizens in this town, certify to his good 
character. I believe the killing of Arrasures 
to have been a brutal murder, perpetrated in 
defiance of law and without any justifying 
causes. It was committed, too, when a demand 
for his return to the United States had 
been made by an officer fully authorized by 
the Government to make it. On the 28th 
ultimo, I telegraphed T. F Bavard, Secretary 
of State,the principal facts in the case, and on 
the succeeding day I also telegraphed the

Jo the American Consul of this city: 


The great fear which I labor under makes 
me molest you ateach step.

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THE TEXAS TORNADO. 


Property Damaged to the Amount of Mill- 
ions—Thirty-Eight Lives Lost, 


ForT WORTH, Tex., August 23.—From In- 
dianola comes the saddest story yet reported 
about the storm. During the height ofthe 
storm the Signal Office was blown down, car- 
rying with it Capt. I. A. Reed, signal officer, 
and Dr. H. Rosencrans, both of whom were 
lost. Fire broke out among the ruins which 
extended for blocks on both sides of 
the street, destroying thirteen houses, 
among which were D. 8. Regan's 
large dry goods store and Dr. 
Lewis’ extensive drug establishment. Dr. 
Lewis wasin this building atthe time it took 
fire. He escaped being burned to death, but 
was subsequently drowned, his body being 
found yesterday. So far as can be learned the 
following is a complete list of the lives of white 
people lost:

Beside the above, the bodies of ten colored 
persons have been found; also the body of Dr. 
Crooker. Four miles of the track is washed 
away, rendering it impossible for trains to 
approach Indianola. There is much destitu- 
tion there among the poorer classes who have 
lost everything they possessed. The depth of 
the water is reported as great as it was during 


the great storm of 1875 when Indianola lost 
nearly two hundred of her citizens, swept 
away. Friday the flood of water over the 
doomed town was so rapid that within two 
hours after the first apprehensions were felt 
every street was submerged many feet. 

At San Antonio the loss to property is $500,- 
000. At Fioresville the loss is $100,000. Never 
before was the lower Texas coast visited by so 
terrible and destructive astorm. It extended 
for 300 miles inland, destroying thousands of 
houses and involving a pecuniary loss of many 
millions. Among the poorer classes great 
desolation must 1 as but few were able 
to save any considerable portion of their small 
possessions from the general wreck. The 
entire crop of the present year is practically 
gone and a vast deal of suffering must ensue, 
especially among the negroes. most of whom 
are without means of any kind. It is feared 
that many more people were drowned at In- 
dianola. The lower end of the peninsula is 
completely washed away. Many people are 
missing and nothing definite can be learned 
until the angry waters recede. The storm 
came in the shape of a hurricane. The waters 
of the Gulf rose up, and in three hours the 
whole peninsula on which Indianola is sita- 
ated was under ten feet of water. The total 
loss, as now known, to Texas, from the Gulf 
storm, is: Human lives lost, thirty-eight; 
loss to crops, $1,000,000; loss to city and town 
1 400,000; loss to shipping and har- 

or improvements, $900,000. 

SAN ANTONIO AND VICINITY. 

GALVESTON, August 23.—A special to the 
News from San Antonio says: ‘‘The damage 
to this city by the terrific cycione of Friday is 
estimated at $250,000. No loss of life has been 
reported and the work of reparation is already 
in progress. The storm was the severest ever 
known in this locality, the wind reachinga 
velocity of eighty-five miles an hour. From 
the surrounding country come reports that 
the cotton crop was seriously injured. The 
plant was blown down, and the sta. 

le beaten out dy the rain and 

lown away. Passengers on the Aransas 
Pass railway from Béeville and Floresville 
report great ravages by the storm at both 
points. At Beeville many houses in course of 
construction were demolished and old ones 
were unroofed or otherwise injured. Two 
churches at Floresville were completely 
ruined, while several stores and chee ong om 
were damaged seriously. An aged couple in 
attempting to cross a swollen stream in 4 
wagon, a quarter ofa mile from Floresville, 
were swept down the stream and the woman 
drowned while the man had a narrow escape. 
The woman's body was recovered and given 
intermens by the passengers onatrain which 
was delayed forty-eight hours by washouts on 
the line,

Log Famine Threatened Because of Low

think, said an officer who has been on 
duty throughout the trial, that the arrange 
ments, whatever they might have been, had 
been concocted by the condemned men 
and conveyed by their relatives to the 
anarchists who were not in jail. You 
remember that when they filed into 
the Court-room for the last time 
Friday morning Parsons took a red silk hand- 
kerchief, which had been given him by Mrs. 


Parsons the day previous, out of his hat and 
waved itat the crowd. He also had a white 
handkerchief that morning and I believe if the 
verdict had been all right he would have used 
itforasignal. Thered signal was a sign for 
something, lam sure, and there would have 
been an outbreak tf there had been enough of 
his friends in the big crowd.’’

The reso- 
lutions were preceded hy a preamble setting 
forththatthe agitation by alien sojourners 
under the name .of Internationalists, Social- 
ists, Anarchists and Nihilists, and the 
flaunting of the red and black 
flags is treason and rebellion 
against law; that these foreigners in trying to 
make a weapon of the laboring people have 
done greatinjustice and injury to the latter; 
and that much of the evil is due to the lack of 
discrimination in American immigration and 
naturalization laws. The resolutions are as 
follows: 

Resolved, by this union meeting of the 
Patriotic Order of Sons of America, that the 
verdict of the jury in the anarchist cases, 
meets our hearty approval as native born 
citizens and willadd much to the respect in 
which our beloved country is held throughout 
the world as a nation of law, liberty and order. 

tesolved, That the police of Chicago for 
their patriotic defense of liberty and law on 
the Haymarket square, May 4, deserve and re- 
ceive our heartfelt congratulations. 

Resolved, That we call upon Congress to 
limit foreign immigration, and make ten years 
continuous residence and ability to speak the 
English language necessary qualifications for 
citizenship.

A FINE PIECE OF ROLLING STOCK. 


The Elegant Private Palace Car Used by 
President Cleveland. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, August 23.—The private palace 
car in which President Cleveland and his party 
made the recent trip into the Adirondacks 1s 
probably the most elegant, comfortable and 
luxurious apartment that was ever constructed 
to runon rails. It was built for the use of 
the directors of the Delaware and Hudson 
Railroad Company, and is at present carefully 
stored in their car houses at Green Island, 
opposite the city of Troy. The 
car bad been used amily once de- 
fore it was placed at the disposition of Mr. 
Cleveland. It is seventy-five feet in length, 
built of mahogany and is as complete in its 
arrangements us a modern city residence. At 
the rear end of the car is an observatory or 
parlor extending its entire width. It is furnished 
with two reclining chairs, four elegant easy 
chairs of willow, and a large sofa covered 
with green embossed leather. From the 
center of the ceiling depends a highly orna- 
mental chandelier with cut-glass globes. 
Electric bells connect with the quarters of the 
head porter. A glass door leuds out to the 

latform which is covered over with a hinging 

oorand on either side of it are plate glass 
windows, extending down tothe level of the 
floor. The bangings throughout are of silk 
9 The dining-room of the car is 
admirably arranged. it is situated a trifle 
forward of ‘‘amidships,’’ and is lighted and 
ventilated to periection. A handsome buffet 
ornaments the upper side of the room, and 
the table, when not in use, can be elosed and 
stored away fie * As many aus 
eight diners ca be accommodated at 
asitting. On eitheMpide of the room are two 
carved panels fitted with plate-glass mirrors, 
which are so arranged that in cases of neces- 
sity they may be untoided and trasformed into 
double or single sleeping berths. In this man- 
ner eight peesons may be accommodated with 
sleeping upartments. The cosiest and pret- 
tiest little room in the entire car, however, is 
the private bed- room, which was given up to 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland during the ride into 
the mountains. It is as snug and ship-shape 
as a bridal- chamber on an ocean steamer, and

Between it and the 
dining-room are the servants’ quarters. All 
in all, this private car is one ofthe handsomest 
specimens of rolling stock in this or any other 
country.

DEATH OF SAMUEL COLVILLE. 

Samuel Colville, the veteran theatrical man- 
ager, died suddenly of heart disease at his 
home, No. 24 Seventh avenue, last night. Mr. 
Colville had been complaining of feeling ill for 
the past four or five days and was under med- 
ical treatment. Yesterday morning he went 
driving with his wife, and on his return said he 
was feeling much improved. In the afternoon, 
about 5 o'clock, he told his business agent, J. 
W. Kosanquest, that he wished to take another 
drive, and requested him to ac- 
company him. The pair went 
up into the park in an open carriage and Mr. 
Colville, who said the drive was invigorating 
him, saluted several friends passing. When 
about three quarters of the way through the 
park, one of Mr. Colville’s fainting spelis 
came over him. The carriage was turned 
homeward and on the way down Mr. Colville 
said he felt that he was dying. At the Eighth 
avenue entrance to the park the carriage was 
stopped ata hotel and a glass of brandy was 
procnred for Mr. Colville. A physician was 
sent for who soon responded. Mr. Colville 
entered the house, being met at the door by 
his wife. He went into the parlor, threw him- 
self into an easy chair and in a minute later 


was dead. His wife, Mr. Rosenquest, Dr. 
Ford and the ladies of the house were present. 

Mr. Colville was boinin Ireland, December 
25, 1825. He came to this country when he was 
l4 years old. His boyhood was passed in the 
dry goods business in this and Western cities. 
A few years later ne went to Australia, and in 
Meibourne at one time he managed three thea- 
ters. He came back to this country aftera 
few years and engaged in theatrical 
business in this and other cities. He 
inanaged the National Theater in Cincinnati 
for tonr years. He introduced the melo- 
drama The World’’ from abroad, and it was 
the forerunner of the ‘‘Lights of London’’ 
and of several other melodramas of a similar 
style, all of which met with great success. 
Four years ago Mr. Colville assumed control 
of the Fourteenth Street Theatre, and held it 
ut the time of his death, when he was making 
aiterations in the theater preparatory to the 
coming season. In August, 184, he married 
Miss Eme Roseau, the well-known actress. 
Mr. Colville was always a devoted admirer of 
the Rev. Dr. Houghton, pastor of the ‘‘Little 
Chureh Around the Corner.“ and his funeral 
will take place from that church Wednesday. 

Mr. Colville is one of the oldest members of 
the St. Louis Lodge of Elks. Mr. Wm. 
Wetherell, the Exaited Ruler, has telegraphed 
Mr. John W. Norton and Wm. Conner to at- 
tend the funeral as representatives of the lodge.
